A LAND ROW.* 

We mentioned, a few days ago, that local 
disturbances had broken out in Anh¥e A 
betiveen old and new occupauta of land in 
certain districts of that province. Finding, 
after the rebellion, that they had simply re- 
gaiued sway over a. wilderness studded with 
Tuins, the mandarius ‘invited immigrants 
from other provinces, to-cultivate the soil.

With a view, 
accordingly, to re-poople the country, men 
were invited from Shantung and” other 
parts, to avttle on thé landa of families sup- 
posed to have become extinct, .and bring 
them again under cultivation.” This: call 
was widely responded to. Great numbers 
came down and settled on the vacait hold- 
ings, and restored the country by their la. 
bour to something of its former prosperity. 
‘The original owners, however, havo now 
turned up and claim their land; ‘and the 
mandarins find thoméelyes it the dificult 
dilenmma of having to either turn adrift pea- 
ple whom they had invited to take posses- 
sion, or to refuse to hand back property to 
the proper owners. ‘The question was trou 
blesome, no doubt—none the less 86 -that 
they had.themselves dreated it. But the 
loast foresight must-have shown them that 
prompt decison, in favour of one or other 
of tha claimants, was urgent: = Delay was 
certaiu- to eventuate in Tot between the ri- 
vals, . Tusteud, however, of acting. with 
vigour, they deferred acttlement from 
day to day, -in the vain: effort to dovise 
a plan which. should ‘satisfy both par: 
tiesand save their own pockets, The 
natural result has been that tho original 
owners of-the lund have resorted to force, 
to.onst men whom they con i ler as inter- 
lopers ; and soldiery have béén called ia to. 
quell on -outbreak that a wisy government 
would .lave averted. . Kyan-teh-chow is 
the scene of this storm ina tea-pot, which 
is of interest simply as showing how iusut- 
rections are created and fostered in China, 
by incapacity, “ Hero.are a number of lives 
lost, and permanent irritation caused by 
wexk and eelfish impolicy, If the obvious 
cotirso had. been adopted of confirming ons 
party in possession and compensating thé 
other, the dispute might have been nipped 
in the bud, --As it is, the Gordian knot 
may possibly be sulved by slaying half the 
disputants sudo making room for all the 
remaindér; But the system under which a 
simple question -of legal equity is-allowed’ 
to grow ty such dimensions, cainot be call- 
ed government. Nothing was more prob- 
ably thin that waifa and atraye from amons 
those who had fled from their homés, would j 
return. at intervals to claim the fields they 
had’ left. In inviting new -occthants to 
settle, therefore, wise stateamanghip wight: 
have foreseen and: provided against the dif- 
fieulty beforehand. A hardship had to be 
inflicted ; the only question was, who 
should suffor.: It is. a: pity that Chinese 
Mandarins do ‘not display, in action, sume 
of: that fur-seeing care for the interests of 
their countrymen, which diffuses. patiidtic 
glow through dispatches written to oppose 
foreign intercourse, -A piece of egregious 
misgovernment like-the present does far 
more harm to the district concerned, than 
competition from resident foreign merchants 
could Work therein a long series of years, 
—N..O. Herald. 


“THE AMERICAN STEAM MAN.- 
: (Spectator. 

_ Tho- Americans,, witlr that curious mix- 
ture of grotesque humour and business-like 
capacity which go remarkably distinguishes 
them, have just invented a Steam Man, 
which is a new sort of locomotive, intended 
for dtawing, on ordinary roada, an ordinary 
phaeton for fotir persons ; in other words, 
the American inventor ‘has. put a-buman | 
form and face on steam. “The human form 
with which ho has endowed steam is « very 
fat form, and’ the facs is a good-humoured 
face; indeed. he'has made this steam man 
‘not, far from ‘as broad as he is Iong, being 
only. seven feet seven inches high, and 
nearly six ‘feet, in diameter at: the. waist; 
Thus this reptesentative of steam js an 
exaggerated Daniel Lambert in figure, of | 
gigantic’ height, but stilt more gigantic 
girth, a “jolly good fellow”: with a beam- 


ing faco, handsome moustache, aud such 
‘huge diameter, that he must take up almost 


as puch space, even in a forward direction ; 
~ , Ws now possible to realize ceptaiy, kinds of” from the carriage he draws) ag g horse, and. 


be as wide ns the cartiago itself in breadth. 
‘His stomach is the furnace where the fuel . 
is consumed; his Iuns are the boiler where 
the steam is generated ; his: hat is the 
Tunnel through ‘which the steam escapes, & 
steam whistle is fixed between his lips, 
while the safety-valve ig placed at the 
back of the headj—no doubt just: where 
phirenoloists’ put ‘the organ of caution,— 
aud slic“ governor “bails” are probably 
also an. appendage to: the brain. He is 
guided, quickened, and slackened by a 
aviving apparatus in the phaeton itself, - 
which also seems to ba provided with a 
water-tank to supply his lungs with water, 
and a coal-box to feed his stomach with. 
coal. He treads the ground like human 
bipeds, with two feot that must be of enor- 
mous weight, and his lega are composed of 
‘An arraugement of iron cranks, -springa, 
screws, &c., which move ins fashion re- 
sembling human motion, but ata rate far: 
surpassing that of man, His. inventor 
clains that-he can ran thirty miles an hour 
a mile in two minutes—on a level roxd, : 
and that he takes two feet and a half in 
each stride, which, if true; means that-he 
can take above 1,000 auch strides a minute, 
or about seventcen in asingle second, Hia 
inventor further maintains that he can be: 
kept going for a day by an-amount of. coal 
not exceeding tenpeuce in yalne. He is 
said to be worth about £60,-—the price of w. 
very second-rate slave; and if tenpence will 
Keep him at work for a day, his Keop, even 
allowing’as much again for rej irs, catinot 
be said to be atall dear, No horse can be 
kept at work for £30 a year, in England ‘at 
least, or for very much under tivice: that 


| sum; and no-horse will work for very many . 


‘hours on many successive days. However, 
the inventor’s own boast-of his own steam 
man ‘ig probably not worth much as evid- 
ence, atid hig boust does not seem to have’ 
been tested a3 yet by any practical criterion, 
We ‘are ‘not now, however, coucerned in 
any degree with the practical value af this : 
slave of tho phaeton ; but only with the pe 
culiar humour. which has “induced the in- 
ventor to give steam this human imperson- 
ation, aaa jelly, faty good-natured, bust- 
ling giant. What's curious contrast it 
seems to the way in which the -anciont 
world expressed ‘its ‘awe of the powers of 
naturo! —Poseidon driving his horsés over 
the waves of the Algoan Sea was an inigy 
at.ones graciong and terrible to the Greeks, 
an image of divins knowledge and mysteri- 
ous power; but then the secrets ‘of storm 
and calm were hidden from those who 
conceived it, The power of heat and 
vapour which drives this steam man over 
the roads of New Jersey or Naw York is 
no less marvellous; but a3 it is no longer 
asecret, and the law thereof is known, the 
go-aliwad American depicts it as a jolly, , 
gigantic, “familiar” of man’s; of the’ most . 
complaisanty comfortable, and ever yielding 
disposition, willing’ not only to Ing about 
his own vast corporation, but to draw three 
or four human byings‘as' well in hig train, 
whithoraoaver they-can agreo to go in com- 
pany. ..We have grown g0 much st home 
with the marvellous powers of nature that 
we have begun even to chaff them, to dress 
them up in a peculiar ‘masquerade, and 
turn them into “slaves of the lamp” (or of 
the furnace), evon less awful than the 
Arabian genii; nay, to represent them as 
the reverse of awful, as the droll compa- 
nions, not to say.the butts, of hunan inge- 
unity. and indolence, We should imagine 
—without any special scientific knowledge 
on tho subject—that there can’ be no com- 
Parison betwoon ' the, practical utility of 
wheels and this airangement of jointed legs 
and feet by which tho steam man ruus, 
sinc even if the latter canbe made to go 
as fast, it, must surely bo subject to indefi- 
nitely more jar and shock aud deranging 
friction than the ordinary apparatus of the 
locomotive. If this be 80, the point and ° 
purposa: of the neiv invention would rather 
be in the moral grotesquerie of giving an 
odd human form to'steam power, than in 
any mechanical advantage it would achieve, 
The strange Yankee humour muat have 
been more fascinated by the nution than * 
even the keen Yankee sense of interest was 
excited by it; A steam slave, erect like its 
master, ‘bat more fat, more sleek, more 
comfortable, and running aboutineskly but 
swiftly at its master’s bidding, was the con- 
ception which. must, we think, have taken 
precedence of any sense of mevhanical ad: 
vantage that could have hunnted its author's 
brain. t ae
